1 . Claims 1 , 2, 6-8, 1 1 , and 1 2 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest the following in combination with the 

remaining limitations of the claims: 

A method for calculating a temperature change in vivo, the method comprising obtaining 
a dark current data sample according to a predetermined time schedule during at least one dark 
period during which the image sensor is not illuminated (see claim 1). 

A system for calculating a temperature change in vivo comprising an integrating unit; 
wherein the integrating unit receives dark current noise samples from the image sensor according 
to a predetermined time schedule during at least one dark period during which the image sensor 
is not illuminated (claim 2).
